He created c very successful ream at West 3romwich 
Albion and In 1981 v/ent on to manage Manenesrer United who won the F.A, 
Cup in ‘83 and '85 and were runner-up in the Jttlewoods Cup In 1983 under his 
guidance. He went back to West Bromv/ich on the 3rd Septemoer 1987 and 
kept them in the 2na Division, he left them to join Atletico Madrid ana steered 
them from bottom to third in the Spanish League table, he returned to England 
and joined us on the 15th February 1989
